The  cashier  of  a  Svjr-York  bank,  says 
a  enrreapondent,  receives  from  83,000  to 
8*  ,CKH».  but  the  office  nf  the  prusident  is 
often  considered  honorary.  This  is  hut 
another  term  to  express  the  fucility  for 
filling  one's  pur**  furnished  by  such  a 
gratuitous. berth.  Any  bauk  president  I 
who  improves  his  opportunity  may  make 
the  office  worth  810,001)  a  year.  The 
paving  ti  ller  receives  from  8*2.500  to$4,- 
0<»0.  It  is  useless  to  place  him  lower 
than  this,  because  he  will  steal  enough 
to  wake  up  the  difference.  The  receiv¬ 
ing  teller  should  receive  the  same  pay- 
fqr  a  similar  r<*asOD.  Some  of  these  re¬ 
viving  tellers  eke  ont  their  salary  by
